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BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


The  Board  of  Selectmen  met  each  Monday  at  7:30  P.M.  except 
when  it  fell  on  a  holiday.  During  the  summer  months  of  July  and 
August  we  met  every  other  week.  We  also  met  many  other  times 
when  special  matters  of  town  business  arose.  We  attended  a  great 
many  meetings  during  the  year  which  pertained  to  town  business 
both  in  town  and  out. 

On  March  12,  1973,  the  Board  organized  for  the  coming  year 
as  follows:  Richard  I.  Hillenbrand,  Ch.,  Richard  L.  Childs,  Clerk 
and  Jean  E.  Hemenway  as  Welfare  Director.  All  town  officers  were 
appointed  and  sworn  in.  The  financial  warrants,  one  of  the  impor- 
tant items  to  come  up  at  each  meeting,  are  always  checked  carefully 
and  approved. 

Again  this  year  members  of  the  Board  attended  the  Mass. 
Selectmen's  Assn.  meetings.  This  Association  is  working  hard  for 
Home  Rule  and  many  other  important  bills  which  affect  our  lives. 
During  the  year  the  Town  had  a  full  audit  made  of  all  accounts. 
One  or  two  auditors  worked  at  the  Town  Office  for  approximately 
six  months.  We  now  have  the  full  report  at  the  Town  Office  if  any- 
one would  like  to  see  it. 

Our  biggest  project  for  the  future  is  still  the  sewer  system. 
After  waiting  so  long  and  with  the  cost  rising  each  year,  perhaps 
the  Town  should  try  to  find  a  better  and  less  expensive  way  to 
clean  up  the  rivers.  The  sewer  now  would  cost  us  approximately 
$1,000,000.,  not  counting  the  service  charge  which  would  have  to  be 
paid  to  Northampton  each  year.  Federal  funds  that  were  available 
this  year  are  going  to  Northampton  to  update  their  sewer  disposal 
plant.  We  now  have  no  idea  when  our  project  could  start. 

In  1974,  the  first  budget  of  the  fiscal  year  July  1,  1974  to  June 
30,  1975,  will  be  acted  upon.  We  now  will  appropriate  funds  before 
we  spend  them. 

The  Town  still  has  a  dog  problem.  It  was  solved  for  a  short 
time  this  year  with  both  a  dog  officer  and  dog  pound.  Unfortunately 
we  lost  both  and  are  now  in  the  process  of  locating  new  ones. 

CHAPTER  90  CONSTRUCTION 

With  1973  Chap.  90  construction  funds  the  Grist  Mill  Bridge 
was  constructed  along  with  approaches  beginning  at  Station  3-fOO 
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on  E.  Main  St.  and  ending  at  Station  9  +  63  on  Nash  Hill  Road.  This 
project  was  bid  out  with  Warner  Bros,  of  Sunderland  winning  the 
bid  at  $136,000.00.  Under  the  State  Sub-Standard  Bridge  program 
this  project  only  cost  the  Town  $17,400.00.  We  also  put  top  on 
South  St.  and  worked  the  shoulders  to  complete  this  to  Station  54 
with  monies  held  over  from  1972  Chap.  90  construction  allotment. 


CHAPTER  81  &  90  MAINTENANCE 

All  normal  and  routine  maintenance  was  completed  under  Chap- 
ter 81,  but  with  the  new  State  reorganization  plan  Chap.  90  main 
tenance  State  and  County  shares  were  tied  up  so  this  money  was 
not  expended,  putting  our  sealing  program  back.  Next  spring  this 
money  can  be  borrowed,  expended  and  then  reimbursed.  From  what 
we  understand  from  the  Dept.  of  Public  Works,  there  will  be  no 
Chap.  81  program  in  fiscal  year  1975  commencing  July  1,  1974, 
but  there  will  be  a  program  for  1 974  whereby  we  will  have  a  special 
town  meeting  within  the  annual  meeting  and  transfer  the  town's 
share  from  General  Highway  so  that  we  will  have  a  Chapter  81 
program  this  summer. 


TOWN  ROADS 

Under  this  account,  800  feet  of  North  Farms  Road  was  recon- 
structed to  correct  faulty  drainage  problems.  Also  corrected  was 
the  curve  which  was  banked  wrong  due  to  getting  traffic  west  bound 
on  North  Farms  to  the  new  section  of  Mountain  St.  Reconstruction 
was  started  on  Myrtle  St.,  with  all  excavating,  drainage  and  grading 
completed.  Because  of  problems  in  getting  utilities  moved  back  the 
topping  was  not  put  on,  but  there  is  money  left  in  this  account  to 
take  care  of  this  in  the  spring. 


WINTER  ROADS 

This  account  is,  of  course,  still  open  so  will  report  to  date  of 
this  report,  Jan.  23,  1974,  from  Jan.  1,  1973.  During  this  period  we 
had  24  storms,  12  snowstorms  with  total  accumulation  of  42  inches. 
Nine  of  these  storms  required  plowing.  We  have  also  had  eight 
freezing  rainstorms  that  have  been  a  big  expense.  Up  to  this  time 
considerable  amounts  of  salt  and  sand  have  been  spread  on  our 
streets.  There  were  also  three  very  heavy  rainstorms  that  caused 
many  drainage  problems.  If  the  weather  stays  mild  as  it  has  to  this 
date,  we  hope  to  have  a  balance  left  in  the  account  that  can  be 
turned  back  to  the  town. 
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With  reference  to  the  item  in  the  audit  report,  regarding  tho 
amount  of  $121.00  due  from  the  former  chief  of  police,  Royce  Mar- 
tin, this  amount  has  been  paid  in  full. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  wish  to  thank  the  townspeople  and 
town  officers  for  their  patience  and  support  during  the  year.  We 
are  eager  to  hear  from  citizens  who  have  ideas  to  help  us.  We  also 
would  like  to  hear  from  anyone  who  wishes  to  serve  on  any  town 
committee  or  board.

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POLICE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  chief  of  police  respectfully  submits  the  following-  report 
for  the  police  department  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1973. 

The  streets  and  highways  were  patrolled  some  nights,  week- 
ends and  holidays.  The  cruiser  traveled  10,438  miles. 

The  police  worked  a  total  of  1,516  hours. 

The  school  officers  worked  a  total  of  1,104  hours. 

There  were  seventy-one  (71)  accidents  reported  to  the  police 
department.  They  are  as  follows: 

Forty-seven  (47)  of  these  accidents  were  investigated  by  local 
police. 

Twenty-four  (24)  of  these  accidents  were  investigated  by  state 
police  or  not  reported  for  police  investigation. 

One  (1)  fatality  in  motor  vehicle. 

The  department  issued  one  hundred  thirteen  (113)  Citations. 
Ninety-seven  (97)  of  these  were  on  radar. 

The  department  was  granted  a  radar  from  Federal  Grant  in 
July  of  1973. 

Forty-three  (43)  pistol  permits  were  issued.  One  (1)  of  these 
was  a  Machine  Gun  license. 

Twenty-seven  (27)  Firearms  Identification  cards. 

All  dog  bites  were  reported  to  the  Board  of  Health  or  the  ani- 
mal inspector. 

Twenty-one  (21)  accident  reports  requested  by  various  insur- 
ance companies.

WILLIAMSBURG  POLICE  ASSOCIATION 


The  Williamsburg  Police  Association  was  formed  on  January 
27,  1969.  Over  the  past  five  years  they  have  raised  money  for  equip- 
ment for  the  Police  Department  and  for  Youth  Activities. 

This  past  year  the  4th  Annual  Policeman's  Ball  was  held  and 
over  $1,100.00  was  raised.  Equipment  purchased  for  the  Police  De- 
partment by  the  Association  during  the  past  year  included  two 
safety  helmets,  1  portable  desk  with  light  for  the  cruiser,  six 
fluorescent  orange  safety  belts  for  traffic  duty,  a  Polaroid  camera 
and  accessories  for  use  in  accident  investigations,  six  sets  of  uni- 
forms, including  winter  jackets,  and  a  Flare  Signaling  Kit  for  use 
in  search  and  rescue  operations.  The  total  cost  of  this  equipment 
was  $744.30. 

During  the  year  10  meetings  were  held.  At  present  there  are 
18  members  in  the  Association.

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FIRE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 


A  total  of  81  calls  was  answered  by  the  department  this  year  — 
12  auto,  28  buildings,  23  outdoor,  6  false,  2  mutual  aid,  7  miscel- 
laneous and  3  bomb  scares. 

Our  department  operates  with  40  men,  20  in  each  village.  We 
have  1  chief,  2  deputy  chiefs,  2  lieutenants  and  2  captains.  This  is 
the  number  of  officers  and  men  required  by  the  Insurance  Services 
Office,  which  company  regulates  our  insurance  rates. 

The  men  spend  many  hours  maintaining  equipment  and  attend- 
ing training  programs  for  which  they  do  not  get  paid.  It  is  hoped, 
in  the  near  future,  that  the  town  can  build  a  new  fire  station  in  Wil- 
liamsburg center  which  would  be  easier  to  maintain  and  would  give 
the  department  more  room  for  equipment.  The  men  in  Haydenville 
this  year  cleaned  out  part  of  the  cellar  in  the  Town  Office  building 
and  made  a  meeting  room.  This  station  never  has  been  large  enough 
to  hold  all  equipment  and  still  provide  an  area  for  meetings  and 
training  programs. 

The  new  fire  truck  that  was  authorized  at  last  year's  town 
meeting  still  has  not  arrived  although  it  was  ordered  soon  after  that 
meeting. 

Our  muster  team  attended  three  musters  this  year  and  won 
prizes  at  each  one.  Our  association  sponsors  a  Little  League  team, 
a  rabies  clinic  for  dogs,  an  open  house  for  kids  at  Halloween  and 
also  gives  a  scholarship  for  a  high  school  student  from  Williams- 
burg to  further  his  or  her  education.  We  also  sponsored  a  tag  sale 
in  the  spring  and  realized  a  profit  of  over  $1,000.  We  have  voted  to 
use  this  money  to  purchase  additional  equipment  for  our  new  truck 
when  it  arrives. 

The  chief's  car  is  now  13  years  old  and  needs  to  be  replaced. 
It  is  used  to  alert  the  men  by  radio  for  fire  calls,  inspections,  pa- 
trolling, answering  calls  from  the  fire  tower  to  investigate  smoke, 
transporting  equipment,  and,  if  necessary,  to  carry  the  sick  or  in- 
jured to  the  hospital. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  all  the  town  officials 
for  their  cooperation  during  the  year  and  to  especially  thank  the 
firefighters  who  help  our  community  in  so  many  ways  regardless 
of  weather  conditions.  At  any  time,  day  or  night,  they  risk  their 
lives  to  make  our  Town  a  safer  place  to  live.

The  $118.50,  being  an  18-month  tax  rate,  was  reduced  to  $79.00 
for  the  12-month  1973  rate  by  taking  2/3  of  $118.50.  The  six-month 
rate  will  be  determined  by  a  new  valuation  after  January  1,  1974. 


In  a  continuing  effort  to  distribute  the  tax  burden  equally,  we 
have  devoted  approximately  1200  man  hours  to  this  work  this  year. 
Again  we  have  viewed  the  Town  in  its  entirety  and  numerous 
changes  have  been  made.  In  an  effort  to  improve  public  relations 
we  have  notified  those  people  who  are  affected.  Some  seventy 
changes  were  made  with  plans  to  continue  this  work  again  next 
year.  There  were  seven  new  houses  added  to  the  tax  rolls. 

The  state's  eighteen  month  fiscal  cycle  has  changed  at  every 
turn,  but  we  have  managed  to  keep  abreast  of  this  with  the  help  of 
our  Town  Secretary.

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PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 


The  year  1973  was  an  unusually  active  and  productive  period 
for  the  Williamsburg  Planning  Board.  The  Board  moved  forward  on 
several  fronts  to  ascertain  and  protect  the  best  interest  of  the  town. 

The  major  priority  for  the  Planning  Board  is  completion  and 
implementation  of  a  sensible  Master  Plan  based  on  solid  facts  about 
the  town,  its  residents  and  its  surroundings.  The  end  result  of  this 
master  plan  should  be  zoning  and  other  regulations  for  prudent 
population  and  other  uses  of  our  lands  and  resources. 

In  1973,  the  Planning  Board  completed  and  presented  to  the 
Selectmen  a  "Scope  of  Services"  which  describes  the  contents  of  the 
master  plan  and  maps  a  strategy  for  obtaining  the  best  information 
at  least  expense.  Upon  approval  by  the  Selectmen,  the  scope  was 
sent  to  the  State  Dept.  of  Community  Services  in  the  hope  that  Wil- 
liamsburg would  at  long  last  receive  funds  to  go  ahead  with  this 
crucial  project. 

However,  after  several  years  of  repeatedly  petitioning  for  such 
money,  the  Planning  Board  has  determined  to  no  longer  hinder  the 
town's  welfare  by  delaying  action  on  the  doubtful  prospect  of  help 
from  Boston.  Beset  with  numerous  threats  of  ill-conceived  housing 
developments  which  would  be  costly  and  otherwise  harmful  to  the 
Town,  the  Board  has  begun  a  two-pronged  program  to  protect  the 
town,  First,  we  will  go  ahead  in  the  preparation  of  a  master  plan 
with  or  without  the  blessings  of  Capitol  Hill.  Second,  aware  that  at 
best  we  will  have  zoning  ready  for  voter  consideration  no  earlier 
than  1976,  we  have  come  far  in  preparing  temporary  amendments  to 
the  Protective  By-Laws  which  will  shield  the  town  from  dubious  de- 
velopment in  the  meanwhile. 

The  most  obvious  and  direct  way  to  obtain  a  master  plan  is  to 
hire  professionals  in  this  field  to  prepare  one  to  Williamsburg's 
specifications.  While  this  approach  is  costly,  the  total  one-time  ex- 
pense is  less  than  the  taxpayers  would  shoulder  each  year  if 
the  Board  fails  to  stop  just  one  small,  undesirable  housing  develop- 
ment with  existing  regulations.  Therefore,  the  Board  is  asking  for 
funds  for  this  purpose  at  the  1974  Town  Meeting  in  March. 

Nevertheless,  the  Planning  Board  is  reluctant  to  spend  this 
much  money  unless  we  see  no  practical  alternative.  We  are  thus 
continuing  to  seek  State  approval  of  funding,  we  are  investigating 
the  extent  of  assistance  we  can  obtain  from  the  Lower  Pioneer  Val- 
ley Regional  Planning  Commission,  and  we  are  looking  to  non-gov- 
ernmental sources  of  funds  such  as  charitable  foundations.  Need- 
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less  to  say,  we  are  not  the  only  people  seeking  these  resources.  How- 
ever, if  we  are  able  to  return  any  money  the  town  may  choose  to  al- 
locate for  a  master  plan,  no  taxpayers  will  be  more  delighted  than 
those  who  are  members  of  the  Planning  Board. 

Wherever  the  money  comes  from,  the  Planning  Board  intends 
to  work  most  deliberately  and  carefully  on  the  details  of  the  pro- 
gram which  will  so  strongly  influence  the  town's  long  term  charac- 
ter. To  protect  the  town  during  this  interval,  the  Board  is  at  work 
now  preparing  proposals  for  a  moratorium  on  development,  conser- 
vation zoning,  and  other  adjustments  to  the  Protective  By-Laws.  We 
expect  to  present  these  amendments  to  a  special  town  meeting  this 
year.  Because  each  of  these  measures  necessarily  curtails  the  op- 
tions of  property  owners,  the  Board  will  take  extra  pains  to  publi- 
cize the  final  details  of  these  proposals  so  that  citizens  have  ample 
opportunity  to  weigh  the  evils  such  laws  would  forestall  against  the 
limits  they  impose  on  land  use. 

Another  major  concern  of  the  Planning  Board  is  the  efficiency 
of  Town  Government  itself.  The  Board  is  seeking  ways  to  improve 
observance  of  existing  laws,  to  foster  much  greater  cooperation  be- 
tween town  agencies,  and  to  broaden  citizen  participation  in  town 
government.  We  have  begun  looking  at  the  structure  of  town  gov- 
ernment and  we  will  have  one  minor  amendment  on  recording  of 
town  meetings  ready  for  consideration  this  year.  We  are  about  mid- 
way through  preparation  of  a  report  on  certain  administrative  pro- 
cedures that  may  also  be  best  improved  by  a  new  by-law.  However, 
the  bulk  of  our  work  in  the  area  of  government  efficiency  will  have 
to  await  the  completion  of  the  master  plan. 

By  recommendation  of  the  Planning  Board,  the  Selectmen  have 
created  a  Manpower  Resource  Survey  Task  Force  which  will  find 
ways  to  identify  citizens  in  the  town  with  talents,  skill,  resources 
and  backgrounds  of  benefit  to  Town  Government. 

Planning  Board  meetings,  by  law  open  to  the  public,  are  regu- 
larly held  on  the  first  and  third  Mondays  of  each  month,  8:00  P.M., 
Town  Offices,  Haydenville.  The  Board  tries  to  publicize  special  meet- 
ings in  the  local  newspaper  so  that  interested  parties  may  attend.

The  Board  of  Health  submits  the  following  report  for  the 
year  1973. 

Benjamin  Willcutt  was  reappointed  Plumbing  Inspector.  He 
made  a  total  of  58  inspections  of  new  and/or  altered  plumbing  and 
septic  systems.  Harold  Smart  retired  after  many  years  of  service 
as  Inspector  of  Animals.  Henry  Warner  was  appointed  as  the  new 
inspector.  He  reported  20  cases  of  dog  bite  and  over  60  inspections 
of  domestic  animals. 

Inspection  and  licensing  of  all  stores,  eating  establishments  and 
nursing  homes  within  the  Town  was  done.  Milk  permits  were  issued 

An  immunization  clinic  in  cooperation  with  the  school  system 
was  held  in  May.  There  was  a  total  of  22  children  innoculated 
against  rubella  and  mumps. 

The  Board  attended  a  meeting  and  discussed  mosquito  control 
to  be  done  in  cooperation  with  the  surrounding  communities.  Hiring 
experienced  men  to  plan  and  to  spray  a  large  area  regardless  of 
boundaries  would  provide  a  large  "kill"  at  a  very  low  cost  to  each 
individual  town. 

Now  that  the  dump  on  Mountain  St.  must  be  closed,  it  is  neces- 
sary to  quickly  find  a  new  dump  site  within  the  town.  The  Board  is 
still  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  be  in  the  best  interests  of  the  Town 
to  adopt  a  compacted  system  of  rubbish  and  garbage  disposal.  It 
appears  to  be  economically  sound  and  would  prolong  the  useful  life 
of  any  new  dump  site.

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BOARD  OF  WATER  COMMISSIONERS' 
REPORT 


The  year  1973  was  an  active  one  for  your  water  board. 

One  of  the  most  important  projects  undertaken  was  to  appoint 
Tighe  and  Bond,  Consulting  Engineers,  to  study  the  Williamsburg 
water  system,  and  to  make  recommendations  for  improving  services 
to  the  Town.  The  study  was  carried  out  late  in  the  summer  and  fall 
with  the  final  report  submitted  to  the  Water  Board  in  late  Decem- 
ber. The  most  obvious  shortcoming  in  the  water  system  is  that  dur- 
ing the  drier  summer  months,  in  spite  of  judicious  use  of  the  well 
when  the  reservoir  level  goes  down,  customers  on  the  outer  margin 
of  the  water  system  have  little  or  no  pressure  in  their  homes.  This 
is  due  largely  to  an  inadequate  pipeline  system.  The  report  recom- 
mended, as  first  priority,  that  the  main  from  the  reservoir  to  the 
center  of  town  be  replaced  with  an  increased  diameter  pipe  which 
will  do  much  to  alleviate  this  problem.  Also,  the  report  recommend- 
ed that  where  four- inch  water  pipes  still  remain  in  the  system,  these 
pipes  be  replaced  with  six  or  eight  inch  pipes,  whatever  conditions 
dictate.  An  article  is  being  placed  on  the  warrant  to  come  up  at  the 
town  meeting  to  finance  some  of  these  improvements.  It  is  planned 
that  the  laying  of  the  new  main  will  be  carried  on  in  conjunction 
wtih  the  rebuilding  of  South  Street  where  possible. 

During  the  year  six  newT  services  were  installed  and  twelve 
were  renewed.  One  damaged  hydrant  was  replaced.  Breaks  in  the 
main  at  Fort  Hill  in  January  and  next  to  the  new  Nash  Hill  Road 
bridge  in  November  were  reported  and  repaired  in  an  expeditious 
manner.  The  usual  maintenance  at  the  watershed  was  carried  out 
during  the  year  on  a  routine  basis. 

Mr.  Donald  Otis,  Supt.,  performed  his  duties  in  his  usual  effi- 
cient manner  and  was  always  available  during  emergencies.  Mrs. 
Banister's  efforts  in  our  behalf  in  the  Town  Office  are  also  appre- 
ciated. 

During  1973,  gasoline,  fuel  oil  and  other  certain  basic  commod- 
ity shortages  made  headlines.  It  is  your  board's  intention  that 
water  does  not  join  this  list  in  1974.

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TREE  WARDEN,  DUTCH  ELM  AND 
MOTH  SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


These  accounts,  of  course,  are  still  alive  to  June  30,  1974,  so 
will  report  to  Jan.  28,  1974.  Under  the  Tree  Warden  account  we 
have  had  to  remove  38  of  our  shade  trees.  For  the  most  part  these 
were  maples.  During  the  past  two  years,  these  trees  are  dying 
much  faster  than  before  and  no  one  seems  to  know  just  what  the 
cause  is.  A  considerable  amount  of  pruning  and  cabling  work  was 
done  on  North  Main  St.,  Village  Hill  Rd.,  Old  Goshen  Rd.,  South 
St.,  Adams  Rd.  and  Depot  Rd.  Due  to  town  meeting  action  of  cut- 
ting $2400.00  in  this  account,  no  planting  was  done  as  I  feel  it  is 
more  important  to  get  down  the  trees  that  the  town  is  liable  for 
and  are  dangerous  to  the  public  before  we  do  any  planting.  We 
are  working  with  the  Dutch  Elm  account  at  the  present  and  feel 
that  with  funds  we  have  we  can  get  all  diseased  trees  removed.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  REPORT 


The  Conservation  Commission  is  a  group  of  appointed  citizens 
dedicated  to  the  conservation,  preservation,  protection,  and  manage- 
ment of  natural  resources  of  the  town  of  Williamsburg. 

The  Commission  holds  monthly  meetings  on  the  second  Thurs- 
day of  each  month  at  7 :30  p.m.  at  the  town  office.  These  meetings 
are  open  to  the  public.  During  1973,  the  commission  held  ten  regu- 
lar meetings,  and  numerous  on  site  meetings  to  view  local  problems. 
For  the  October  meeting  the  Hampshire  Conservation  District  and 
the  Conservation  Commissions  of  Northampton  and  Williamsburg 
jointly  sponsored  a  public  meeting  on  the  Mill  River  Watershed  as 
part  of  the  Connecticut  River  Basin  Supplemental  Study.  Late  in 
October,  members  attended  the  annual  Hampshire  Conservation  Dis- 
trict dinner  meeting  held  at  the  Goshen  Town  Hall. 

This  year  the  Commonwealth  passed  an  Act  authorizing  cities 
and  towns  to  designate  certain  roads  as  scenic  roads.  The  commis- 
sion recommended  to  the  town  of  Williamsburg  that  all  roads  other 
than  numbered  routes  be  designated  Scenic  Roads  for  the  preserva- 
tion of  our  trees  and  stone  walls.  This  shall  not  affect  the  eligibility 
of  the  town  to  receive  construction  or  reconstruction  aid  for  such 
roads  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Chapter  90. 

We  also  met  with  the  town  Planning  Board  to  review  and  make 
recommendations  for  the  proposed  Flood  Plain  Zoning  Bylaw. 

In  July  the  commission  met  with  a  representative  of  the  Tele- 
phone Co.  to  review  an  Environmental  Impact  Study  for  the  con- 
struction of  access  roads  along  the  underground  telephone  cable  line 
in  Williamsburg. 

Wood  duck  boxes  donated  by  the  Williamsburg  Rod  and  Gun 
Club  were  installed  by  members  in  appropriate  locations  around 
town. 

During  the  year,  one  of  the  Commission's  original  members 
passed  aw  ay,  being  replaced  by  Thomas  C.  Hodgkins.  In  his  memory, 
the  Briar  Hill  Conservation  property  is  to  be  named  the  Damon 
Cheverette  Conservation  Area. 

One  of  our  primary  functions  has  been  to  respond  to  and  at- 
tempt to  alleviate  numerous  drainage  and  wetland  problems,  some  of 
which  constitute  Hatch  Act  violations.  The  Hatch  Act  empowers  the

local  Conservation  Commission  with  the  responsibility  of  enforcing 
the  protection  of  wetlands,  inland  wetlands,  flood  plains,  and  estab- 
lishing a  system  of  scenic  rivers,  streams  and  recreational  areas. 

The  Amendment,  Chap.  131,  Section  40,  pertaining  to  wetland 
states  —  "No  person  shall  remove,  fill,  dredge  or  alter  any  bank, 
beach,  dune,  flat,  marsh,  meadow  or  swamp  bordering  on  the  ocean 
or  on  any  land  under  said  waters  or  any  land  subject  to  tidal  action, 
coastal  storm  flowage,  or  flooding  without  filing  written  notice  of  his 
intention  to  so  remove,  fill,  dredge,  or  alter,  including  such  plans  as 
may  be  necessary  to  describe  such  proposed  activity  and  its  effect  on 
the  environment,  at  least  sixty  days  prior  to  such  removing,  filling, 
dredging,  or  altering.  Said  notice  shall  be  sent  by  certified  mail  to 
the  Conservation  Commission.

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RECREATION  COMMISSION  REPORT 


The  Recreation  Commission  organized  on  March  7,  1973,  with 
Peter  Cerreta,  chairman;  Vitie  Viliesis,  financial  secretary;  Evelyn 
Kmit,  recording  secretary;  Joanne  McKay  and  Larry  West,  new 
members. 

The  Commission  initiated  sending  a  free  bus  to  Snow  Basin 
in  West  Cummin gton  on  two  days  during  the  February  school  vaca- 
tion, and  the  response  was  good.  This  winter  we  are  sponsoring  a 
free  bus  on  five  Saturdays,  and  also  encouraging  local  children  and 
adults  to  sign  up  for  a  series  of  five  ski  lessons  on  those  days. 

With  the  aid  of  many  volunteer  coaches,  Youth  League,  Hill- 
town  League,  Babe  Ruth  baseball,  and  girls'  softball  teams  all  en- 
joyed successful  seasons.  The  Hilltown  team  finished  first  in  the 
League  and  won  a  trophy.  The  girls'  All-Star  team  entered  the  first 
State  tournament  for  girls,  and  won  the  sportsmanship  trophy.  The 
Town  can  be  proud  of  such  accomplishment. 

The  summer  program  was  held  under  an  entirely  different 
format,  with  activities  extending  over  a  five-week  period,  and  events 
taking  place  in  Williamsburg,  Haydenville,  and  at  Look  Park.  This 
afforded  much  variety  and  was  enthusiastically  received,  especially 
the  chance  for  swimming  and  tennis  at  Look  Park.  The  entire  pro- 
gram was  under  the  direction  of  David  Bauver.  assisted  by  Renee 
Magdalenski  and  Penny  Fournier,  aided  by  adult  volunteers.  About 
half  of  the  eligible  children  in  grades  one  through  six  signed  up  for 
the  program,  and  over  500  swim  tickets  were  used,  with  Look  Park 
giving  us  a  reduced  rate.  Several  town  businessmen  and  craftsmen 
gave  of  their  time  to  add  to  the  interest  and  enjoyment  of  the  young 
people. 

Again  this  fall,  money  was  allotted  to  the  Williamsburg  Moth- 
ers' Club  and  the  Haydenville  American  Legion,  who  arranged  Hal- 
loween parties  for  the  town  children. 

The  usual  programs  of  winter  basketball  for  boys  and  girls  in 
grades  five  through  nine  were  held  afternoons  after  school  because 
of  the  lack  of  heat  in  the  gym  on  Saturdays  due  to  the  energy 
crisis.  The  new  time  met  with  favor,  judging  by  the  number  in 
attendance  as  compared  to  former  years.  Evelyn  Kmit,  assisted  by 
Penny  Fournier  and  Mary  Smart,  worked  with  the  girls,  and  the 
boys  were  in  charge  of  Kenneth  MacDonald  of  Florence,  assisted  by 
Jamie  Magdalenski. 
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Because  of  a  problem  concerning  insurance,  and  a  late  start  on 
practice  session's,  the  soccer  program  fell  short  of  expectations. 
However,  things  will  get  off  to  a  better  start  in  the  fall  of  1974. 

Our  Commission  held  one  meeting  with  the  Conservation  Com- 
mission and  discussed  the  land  under  their  control,  and  also  their 
future  plans.  This  was  most  informative. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  those  many  people  without  whose  help 
we  could  not  have  conducted  such  a  successful  recreation  program 
for  our  town.  These  include  the  many  coaches  and  their  helpers, 
the  adults  who  helped  in  the  summer,  the  School  Department,  Fire- 
men's Associations,  Police  Association,  Youth  Committee,  Citizens' 
Advisory  Committee,  Lions  Club,  Catholic  Women's  Council  and 
the  Women's  Fellowship.

WILLIAMSBURG  HISTORICAL  COMMISSION 

REPORT 


This  is  the  first  report  of  the  reorganized  Williamsburg  His- 
torical Commission  to  the  Town.  The  Commission  is  made  up  of 
three  members  appointed  by  the  Selectmen. 

In  June  two  members  of  the  Williamsburg  Historical  Commis- 
sion attended  a  meeting  in  Pittsfield  called  by  the  State  Historical 
Commission.  We  learned  that  Chapter  67  outlines  the  duties  of  the 
local  Commissions:  i.e.  to  record  and  file  with  the  State  material 
concerning  the  Town's  historic  areas  being  the  major  responsibility. 
The  State  Commission  is  hoping  that  all  351  towns  in  Massachu- 
setts will  have  on  file  in  Boston  each  town's  major  historic  areas 
by  the  time  of  our  country's  bicentennial,  1976. 

Haydenville-Williamsburg  areas  have  many  structures  which 
need  to  be  recorded.  We  are  working  on  these  and  five  have  already 
been  filed.  By  1976  we  hope  to  have  as  complete  a  record  on  file  in 
Boston  as  possible. 

Since  the  majority  of  Towns  have  five  to  seven  members  on 
their  Commissions,  we  have  called  on  volunteers  for  help.  We  would 
appreciate  hearing  from  any  of  the  townspeople  with  suggestions 
or  information  concerning  the  buildings  and  houses  which  are  over 
100  years  old  with  interesting  history  or  unusual  architecture. 

We  are  an  unbudgeted  committee.  Hence  we  have  not  put  in 
any  expenses  for  the  day's  trip  to  Pittsfield.  Following  is  the  bill 
we  have  presented:

With  elementary  school  enrollments  falling  off  at  a  rate  far 
greater  than  any  one  predicted,  we  have  reached  the  point  where 
we  must  face  the  question  of  whether  or  not  to  close  the  Hayden- 
ville  School  and  transfer  the  students  to  the  Dunphy  School.  In  Sep- 
tember of  1974,  we  do  not  expect  to  have  more  than  45  students  in 
the  six  (6)  room  Haydenville  School  at  any  one  time. 

There  are  several  areas  wherein  the  transfer  of  classes  to  the 
Dunphy  School  will  effect  financial  savings;  transportation,  mainte- 
nance, custodial  services,  fuel,  electricity,  telephone,  etc.  Closing  the 
structure  altogether,  however,  would  not  be  a  wise  use  of  an  im- 
portant capital  investment  and  in  the  event  the  town  has  a  sudden 
growth  in  the  school  population,  it  might  be  difficult  to>  obtain  state 
approval  to  reopen  a  wooden  building  for  use  as  a  school.  It  has 
been  suggested  that  the  Superintendent's  Office  be  moved  from  Wil- 
liamsburg to  Haydenville  and  if  done,  this  would  serve  to  keep  the 
"school"  in  use  while  at  the  same  time  providing  an  income  to  the 
town  in  the  form  of  added  rent  from  the  five  (5)  other  school  de- 
partments. (We  are  receiving  rent  now,  but  by  September  the  space 
available  at  the  Dunphy  School  will  no  longer  be  adequate  to>  meet 
the  Superintendent's  needs.  It  should  be  noted  that  space  for  the 
Superintendent's  Office  is  currently  being  searched  for  by  at  least 
two  (2)  of  the  four  (4)  other  towns  in  the  Hampshire  Region.  We  do 
not  want  to  see  this  office  moved  out  of  Williamsburg) . 

Although  the  final  decision  to  transfer  the  classes  from  Hay- 
denville to  Williamsburg  has  not  been  made  as  of  this  writing,  it  will 
be  made  before  or  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

Our  long  range  plan  of  maintenance  continued  during  1973  with 
the  completion  of  the  following  work:

School  enrollments  continue  to  decline  in  Williamsburg  with  a 
reduction  of  29  students  since  the  previous  year.  The  staff  has  been 
reduced  and  indications  are  that  a  further  reduction  will  be  made 
before  September  of  1974.  Although  the  Haydenville  School  is  a 
wonderful  building  for  primary  school  purposes,  the  Dunphy  School 
was  originally  designed  for  such  pupils  and  the  time  has  now  come 
to  recommend  to  the  School  Committee  that  the  Kindergarten  and 
Grade  1  classes  be  transferred  from  Haydenville.  Educationally,  the 
present  arrangement  is  sound  but  economically  it  is  questionable. 

In  1972,  Chapter  766  was  passed  with  an  implementation  date  of 
September  of  1974.  This  new  law  requires  the  school  committee  to 
identify,  diagnose,  evaluate  and  provide  an  appropriate  educational 
program  for  all  children  from  age  3  to  21  who  have  or  may  have

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difficulties  arising  from  intellectual,  sensory,  emotional  or  physical 
factors,  cerebral  dysfunctions,  perceptual  factors,  or  other  specific 
learning  disabilities  and  because  of  which  are  (or  will  be)  unable  to 
progress  effectively  in  a  regular  educational  program.  During  the 
latter  part,  of  1973,  initial  fiscal  planning  for  the  implementation  of 
this  lav/  took  place.  Detailed  planning  will  go  on  throughout  the 
first  half  of  1974  so  that  by  next  September  we  will  be  fully  prepared 
to  meet  these  new  responsibilities. 

The  cost  of  implementing  this  new  law  will  be  extremely  high 
and  the  community  must  be  ready  to  accept  the  reality  of  full  fund- 
ing for  the  first  year.  During  subsequent  years,  however,  reimburse- 
ments from  the  State  are  designed  to  reduce  the  sums  to  be  raised 
through  local  appropriation  for  this  item  within  the  school  com- 
mittee's budget.  I  would  be  remiss  not  to  point  out,  however,  that 
the  reimbursements  from  the  State,  which  are  due  to  be  received  by 
the  School  Committee  will  be  taken  from  Chapter  70  school  aid 
funds  and  not  from  any  NEW  source  of  revenue.  Unless  new 
revenues  are  provided  for  at  the  State  level,  the  net  result  of  this 
legislation  will  be  a  continuting  decrease  in  the  total  number  of 
dollars  to  be  expected  by  the  towns  as  a  result  of  expenditures  made 
for  the  support  of  their  schools. 

During  the  last  three  (3)  years  the  salaries  of  the  central  office 
personnel  and  the  operational  costs  of  the  central  (Superintendent's) 
office  have  been  shared  on  a  50-50  basis  between  Hampshire  Region 
and  School  Union  #66.  Each  of  the  five  (5)  towns  of  the  Union 
was  then  responsible  for  a  portion  of  Union's  50%  based  upon  pupil 
enrollment.  Beginning  in  July  of  1974,  however,  the  costs  will  be 
shared  by  all  six  (6)  school  committees  based  upon  pupil  enrollment. 
The  differences  may  be  seen  below :

The  task  of  providing  appropriate  and  adequate  programs  for 
students  desirous  of  obtaining  a  vocational  education  is  rapidly  be- 
coming a  serious  problem.  Beginning  January  1,  1974,  the  tuition 
rate  at  Smith's  School  was  raised  from  $1,100  to  $2,000  per  year.  The 
rate  at  Westfield  Vocational  School  rose  to  $2,700  per  year.  All  of 
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this  is  complicated  by  the  fact  that  vocational  school  enrollments  in 
general  are  on  the  increase  ond  this  means  that  fewer  and  fewer 
out-of-town  students  are  being  accepted. 

Inasmuch  as  any  person  desirous  of  a  vocational  education  (re- 
gardless of  age)  can  obtain  such  an  education  at  the  expense  of  the 
town  wherein  he  resides  (Section  7  of  Chapter  41)  and  inasmuch  as 
the  distance  to  the  nearest  vocational  school  willing  to  accept  such 
pupils  cannot  be  used  as  a  reason  to  refuse  payment  of  tuition  and 
transportation,  towns  without  their  own  vocational  schools  will  soon 
have  to  come  to  grips  with  another  problem,  the  solution  to  which 
could  be  very,  very  expensive. 

Once  again  I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  of  - 
ficials and  citizens  of  the  community  for  the  privilege  of  serving  you.

The  Hampshire  Regional  School  Committee  held  its  regular 
meetings  the  first  Monday  of  every  month  at  the  Regional  School 
in  Westhampton.  James  Lucey  served  as  Chairman,  Erwin  Cepek 
served  as  Vice  Chairman,  Cynthia  I.  McQueston  served  as  Secretary. 

This  committee  was  noted  as  one  of  the  two  largest  school  com- 
mittees in  Massachusetts  with  17  members.  With  such  a  large  com- 
imittee  to  work  with  it  was  divided  into  seven  sub-committees  — 
Finance,  Curriculum,  Properties,  Athletics,  Transportation,  Policy, 
and  Negotiations  and  Grievance.  This  seemed  to  work  out  very  well 
this  past  year. 

There  were  two  joint  meetings  with  Union  #66  (April  and  No- 
vember) to  discuss  business  common  to  both  committees. 

We  were  hosts  to  the  Area  V  Massachusetts  Association  of 
School  Committees  in  October,  this  included  a  tour  of  our  school 
building  of  area  school  committeemen  and  administrators. 

The  large  ten  member  Building  Committee  was  reduced  to  three 
members  with  Arthur  McLaughlin  still  continuing  as  chairman.  We 
wish  to  express  our  many  thanks  to  the  men  who  served  so  faith- 
fully on  this  committee.  They  did  a  tremendous  job. 

litigation  with  Clear  Falls,  Inc.  was  brought  to  a  close  this 
past  year  with  the  payment  of  damages  amounting  to  $9,559.25.  One 
third  of  this  was  paid  by  the  School  Committee  with  the  rest  paid 
by  the  contractor  and  sub-contractor. 

Because  of  a  new  state  law,  Chapter  766,  we  are  expanding  our 
educational  program  for  children  with  special  needs.  These  are 
children  who  require  special  education  services  in  order  to  success- 
fully develop  their  individual  educational  potentials. 

The  Hampshire  Regional  School  District  sponsored  a  bill  in  the 
legislature  permitting  regional  school  districts  to  have  the  same 
privileges  as  towns  and  cities  by  being  able  to  issue  bonds  for  up  to 
five  years  in  order  to  purchase  new  equipment. 
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The  following  people  have  also  served  on  this  school  committee 
during  the  past  year:  Bette  McGill,  Westhampton;  Richard  Barnas, 
Chesterfield;  Norman  Kirk,  Chesterfield;  James  Lucey,  Southampton.

The  budget  for  the  Regional  District  for  the  period  of  July  1, 
1974  to  June  30,  1975,  represents  the  amount  of  money  which  will  be 
needed  to  operate  and  maintain  the  District  and  its  school. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Agreement  establishing 
the  District  together  with  certain  provisions  of  the  General  Laws  of 
the  Commonwealth,  the  School  Committee  has  adopted  a  tentative 
budget  for  the  coming  fiscal  year,  conducted  a  public  hearing  on  the 
budget  and  then  adopted  a  final  budget. 

The  Agreement  and  the  General  Laws  further  provide  that  the 
Committee  shall  apportion  among  the  member  towns  the  amounts 
necessary  to  be  raised  in  order  to  meet  the  said  budget.  The  amounts 
so  apportioned  for  each  member  town  shall  then  be  certified  by  the 
Regional  Treasurer  to  the  Treasurers  of  the  member  towns,  and  each 
.  member  town  shall,  at  its  next  annual  town  meeting-,  appropriate  the 
amount  so  certified  to  it. 

This  document  consists  of  three  sections: 

I.    The  Regional  Budget. 

II.    The  Apportionment  Statistics  for  the  Five  (5)  Member 
Towns. 

III.    The  Assessments  for  the  1974  -  1975  Fiscal  Year. 
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II.    Apportionment  Statistics  for  the  Five  (5)  Member  Towns 


Section  IV  (D)  of  the  Agreement  as  amended  by  recent  legisla- 
tion states  in  part  that  each  member  town's  share  of  capital  and 
operating  costs  for  each  fiscal  year  shall  be  determined  by  comput- 
ing the  ratio  which  that  town's  pupil  enrollment  in  the  regional 
district  school  on  October  1  of  the  year  next  preceding  the  fiscal 
year  for  which  the  apportionment  is  determined  bears  to  the  total 
pupil  enrollment  from  all  the  member  towns  in  the  regional  district 
school  on  the  same  date.

The  Regional  agreement  specifies  that  each  member  town  shall 
have  two  (2)  members  on  the  School  Committee  for  the  first  100 
pupils  plus  one  (1)  additional  member  for  each  100  pupils  as  en- 
rolled on  October  1st  of  each  preceeding  year.  In  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  that  Agreement,  Chesterfield  will  elect  one  (1) 
additional  member  at  its  1974  regular  town  election.  When  the  new- 
ly created  vacancy  has  been  filled,  the  membership  of  the  School 
Committee  will  be  raised  from  seventeen(17)  to  eighteen  (18)  as 
follows:

During  the  last  three  (3)  years,  the  salaries  of  the  central  office 
personnel  and  the  operational  costs  of  the  central  (Superintendent's) 
office  have  been  shared  on  a  50-50  basis  with  School  Union  #66  (the 
five  elementary  school  departments).  Beginning  in  July  of  1974, 
these  costs  will  be  apportioned  on  a  per  pupil  basis.  Under  the  new 
formula,  the  Region's  share  will  be  reduced  from  50%  to  46%  while 
the  Union's  share  will  be  increased  to  54%. 

During  the  last  few  months  of  1973,  the  faculty  began  working 
on  plans  for  the  first  formal  evaluation  of  Hampshire  Regional  High 
School  by  the  New  England  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary 
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Schools.  Although  the  on  site  visit  by  the  NEACSS  will  not  take 
place  until  early  in  1976,  the  self-evaluation  which  must  preceed 
that  visit,  is  a  long  complicated  and  time  consuming  project  which 
will  be  in  progress  between  now  and  then. 

We  are  currently  a  member  of  the  NEACSS  and  as  such  a  fully 
accredited  high  school.  In  order  to  maintain  accreditation  beyond 
1976,  however,  the  school  and  its  educational  program  must  undergo 
an  evaluation  by  the  association  to  determine  whether  or  not  we  are 
continuing  to  meet  the  standards  required  for  maintaining  an  ac- 
credited status.  Normally  high  schools  are  evaluated  not  less  than 
once  each  ten  years.  In  the  case  of  new  schools,  evaluation  must 
take  place  shortly  after  the  first  full  four  years  of  operation. 

During  1973  a  number  of  new  laws  were  passed  relative  to 
education.  Among  them  were  the  following: 

1.  Chapter  298  —  An  act  requiring  that  courses  in  practical  arts 
be  offered  to  public  school  students  of  either  sex.  (We  have  been 
doing  this  ever  since  the  school  opened) . 

2.  Chapter  314  —  An  act  prohibiting  smoking  or  the  consuming  of 
alcoholic  beverages  on  school  buses.  (What  has  long  been  school 
committee  policy  is  now  also  state  law) . 

3.  Chapter  621  —  An  act  allowing  for  a  moment  of  meditation  for 
(silent)  school  prayer  in  the  public  schools.  (We  have  been  doing 
this  ever  since  the  recitation  of  a  prayer  in  the  public  schools 
was  declared  unconstitutional  by  the  Supreme  Court) . 

4.  Chapter  660  —  An  act  exempting  teachers  from  civil  liability 
for  emergency  first  aid  or  transportation  rendered  to  injured 
students.  (A  long  awaited  and  practical  piece  of  legislation). 

5.  Chapter  1025  —  An  act  permitting  a  Regional  School  District  to 
change  the  dates  relative  to  the  adoption  of  its  budget.  (The 
new  law  permits  the  school  committee  to  delay  the  adoption  of 
its  budget  from  December  1st  to  a  date  not  later  than  45  days 
prior  to  the  earliest  town  meeting  of  a  member  town.  The 
earliest  town  meeting  in  1974  will  be  on  March  4th.  It  is  my 
recommendation  that  all  member  towns  schedule  1975  town 
meetings  as  close  to  the  end  of  the  1974-75  fiscal  year  as  is 
practical). 

6.  Chapter  1049  —  An  act  authorizing  regional  school  districts  to 
issue  notes  or  bonds  for  the  purchase  of  departmental  equipment. 
(This  act  became  law  as  a  result  of  a  request  made  by  the 
Hampshire  Regional  School  Committee.  The  bill  was  prepared 
and  sponsored  by  Representative  Edward  McColgan  and  others. 
The  purpose  of  the  law  is  to  permit  the  Region  to  purchase 
school  buses  and  to  operate  its  own  buses  if  it  seems  in  the  best 
interests  of  the  District  to  do  so.  Approval  by  all  five  (5)  mem- 
ber towns  is  required  before  bonds  or  notes  could  be  issued,  how- 
ever). 
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In  1972,  Chapter  766  was  passed  with  an  implementation  date  oj 
September  of  1974.  This  new  law  requires  the  school  committee  to 
identify,  diagnose,  evaluate  and  provide  an  appropriate  educational 
program  for  all  children  from  age  3  to  21  who  have  or  may  have 
difficulties  arising  from  intellectual,  sensory,  emotional  or  physical 
factors,  cerebral  dysfunctions,  perceptual  factors,  or  other  specific 
learning  disabilities  and  because  of  which  are  (or  will  be)  unable  to 
progress  effectively  in  a  regular  educational  program.  During-  the 
latter  part  of  1973,  initial  fiscal  planning  for  the  implementation  of 
this  law  took  place.  Detailed  planning  will  go  on  throughout  the  first 
half  of  1974  so  that  by  next  September  we  will  be  fully  prepared  to 
meet  these  new  responsibilities. 

The  cost  of  implementing  this  new  law  will  be  extremely  high 
and  the  District  must  be  ready  to  accept  the  reality  of  full  funding 
for  the  first  year.  During  subsequent  years,  however,  reimburse- 
ments from  the  state  are  designed  to  reduce  the  sums  to  be  raised 
through  assessments  to  member  towns.  I  would  be  remiss  not  to 
point  out,  however,  that  the  reimbursements  from  the  State,  which 
are  due  to  be  received  by  the  school  committee  will  be  taken  from 
Chapter  70  school  aid  funds  and  not  from  any  new  source  of  reve- 
nue. Unless  new  revenues  are  provided  for  at  the  State  level,  the 
net  result  of  this  legislation  will  be  a  continuing  decrease  in  State 
monies  to  be  received  via  the  so-called  "Cherry  Sheets". 

One  of  the  many  requirements  of  Chapter  766  is  to  discontinue 
the  use  of  such  terms  "Educable,  Trainable,  Custodial",  etc.  when 
referring  to  mentally  retarded  students.  Further,  the  law  requires 
that  these  and  all  other  children  with  special  needs  no  longer  be  as- 
signed to  "special  classes"  on  a  full-time  basis  if  they  can  be  inte- 
grated into  one  or  more  regular  classes  during  the  school  day. 

During  the  1973-74  school  year,  the  school  committee  authorized 
a  pilot  program  for  children  with  special  needs  in  conjunction  with 
the  Individualized  Learning  Center  at  the  school.  The  purpose  of 
the  project  was  to  prepare  ourselves  for  September  of  1974  when 
such  a  program  will  become  a  matter  of  law.  The  experiences  gained 
by  the  staff  in  meeting  the  special  needs  of  a  few  children  partially 
integrated  into  the  regular  school  program  this  year  will  be  of  tre- 
mendous value  to  all  concerned  when  the  considerably  larger  num- 
ber of  pupils  are  phased  into  the  program  next  year. 

One  again  I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  officials 
and  citizens  of  the  District  for  the  privilege  of  serving  you.

Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an  audit  of 
the  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Williamsburg  for  the  period 
from  May  1,  1968,  the  date  of  the  previous  examination,  to  Septem- 
ber 30,  1972,  the  following  report  being  submitted  thereon: 

The  financial  transactions,  as  recorded  on  the  books  of  the  sev 
eral  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the  town  or 
committing  bills  for  collection,  were  examined  and  compared  with 
the  records  of  the  town  accountant  and  the  town  treasurer. 

The  books  and  accounts  in  the  office  of  the  town  accountant 
were  examined  and  checked.  The  general  and  appropriation  ledger 
accounts  were  analyzed  and  proved.  The  recorded  receipts  were 
compared  with  the  treasurer's  books  and  with  the  records  in  the 
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several  departments  collecting  money  for  the  town,  while  the  pay- 
ments were  checked  with  the  treasurer's  books  and  with  the  treasury 
warrants.  The  appropriations,  transfers,  and  loan  authorizations 
were  checked  with  the  town  clerk?s  records  of  financial  votes  passed 
by  the  town  meetings  and  with  the  finance  committee's  authoriza- 
tions of  transfers  from  the  reserve  fund. 

The  many  necessary  adjustments  and  corrections  resulting  from 
the  audit  were  made,  and  a  balance  sheet,  showing  the  financial  con- 
dition of  the  town  on  September  30,  1972,  was  prepared  and  is  ap- 
pended to  this  report. 

It  was  noted  that  in  the  years  1968  through  1971  there  were 
several  overdrafts  in  the  appropriation  accounts  which,  at  the  close 
of  each  financial  year,  were  charged  to  the  revenue  account.  Sound 
fiscal  practice  requires  that  expenditures  be  limited  to  the  amounts 
of  the  appropriations  provided. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  cash  book  additions  were  verified,  and  the  receipts 
as  recorded  were  compared  with  the  accountant's  books,  with  the 
records  of  the  several  departments  collecting  money  for  the  town, 
and  with  other  sources  from  which  money  was  paid  into  the  town 
treasury.  The  recorded  payments  were  checked  with  the  treasury 
warrants  authorizing  the  treasurer  to  disburse  town  funds  and  with 
the  town  accountant's  records 

The  cash  balance  on  September  30,  1972  was  proved  by  recon- 
ciliation of  the  bank  balances  with  statements  furnished  by  the 
banks  of  deposit,  by  inspection  of  the  savings  bank  books,  and  by 
actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office. 

The  records  pertaining  to  funded  debt,  as  well  as  temporary 
loans,  were  examined  and  checked.  The  loans  issued  were  compared 
with  the  town  treasurer's  recorded  receipts,  while  the  payments  on 
account  of  maturing  debt,  temporary  loans,  and  interest  were  com- 
pared with  the  amounts  falling  due  and  were  checked  with  the  can- 
celled securities  on  file. 

The  records  of  payroll  deductions  for  Federal  and  State  taxes, 
for  the  county  and  teachers'  retirement  systems,  and  for  Blue  Cross 
and  Blue  Shield,  teachers'  insurance,  annuities  and  association  dues 
were  examined.  The  deductions  were  footed,  the  payments  to  the 
proper  agencies  were  verified,  and  the  balances  on  hand  were  recon- 
ciled with  the  respective  controls  in  the  accountant's  ledger. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing  the  invest- 
ment of  the  several  trust  and  investment  funds  in  the  custody  of 
the  town  treasurer  and  the  trustees  were  examined  and  listed.  The 
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income,  bequests  and  withdrawals  were  proved,  and  all  transaction* 
and  balances  were  verified  and  compared  with  the  books  of  the  town 
accountant. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  held  by  the  town 
were  examined  and  checked.  The  amounts  transferred  to  the  tax 
title  account  were  checked  with  the  collector's  books,  the  reported 
sales  and  redemptions  were  compared  with  the  treasurer's  recorded 
receipts,  the  tax  titles  foreclosed  and  the  tax  possessions  taken  for 
municipal  purposes  were  verified,  and  the  tax  titles  and  tax  posses- 
sions on  hand  were  listed,  reconciled  with  the  town  accountant's 
ledger,  and  further  checked  with  the  records  at  the  Registry  of 
Deeds. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  treasurer  take  action  in  instituting 
foreclosure  proceedings  on  all  tax  titles,  as  required  by  the  provi- 
sions of  Section  50,  Chapter  60,  General  Laws. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  examined  and 
checked  in  detail.  The  tax,  excise,  and  assessment  accounts  out- 
standing at  the  time  of  the  previous  examination,  as  well  as  all  sub- 
sequent commitments,  were  audited  and  reconciled  with  the  asses- 
sors' warrants.  The  recorded  collections  were  checked,  the  payments 
to  the  treasurer  were  verified,  the  recorded  abatements  were  com- 
pared with  the  records  of  the  assessors,  the  transfers  to  the  tax 
title  and  taxes  in  litigation  accounts  were  verified,  the  outstanding 
accounts  were  listed  and  proved  with  the  town  accountant's  ledger, 
and  the  cash  balance  on  September  SO,  1972  was  proved  by  actual 
count  of  the  cash  on  hand. 

The  records  of  departmental  and  water  accounts  receivable 
were  examined  and  checked.  The  commitments  were  verified,  the 
recorded  collections  were  proved  with  the  payments  to  the  treas- 
urer, the  abatements  and  discounts  were  compared  with  the  depart- 
mental records,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  recon- 
ciled with  the  respective  ledger  controlling  accounts.  The  cash  bal- 
ance in  the  water  department,  including  the  petty  cash  advance,  was 
proved  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balance  with  a  statement  fur- 
nished by  the  depository  and  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  on  hand. 

It  is  recommended  that  action  be  taken  to  procure  a  settlement 
of  the  delinquent  school  departmental  accounts  which  date  back  to 
1967. 

The  outstanding  tax,  excise,  and  water  accounts  were  further 
verified  by  mailing  notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names 
appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  and  from  the 
replies  received  it  appears  that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 
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The  records  in  the  assessors'  department  pertaining  to  deferred 
water  assessments  were  examined,  and  the  amounts  added  to  taxes 
were  verified. 

The  financial  transactions  of  the  town  clerk  were  examined  and 
checked.  The  receipts  on  account  of  dog  and  sporting  licenses,  gaso- 
line registrations,  raffle  and  bazaar  permits,  sale  of  histories  and 
street  lists,  and  licenses  granted  by  the  selectmen  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  payments  to  the  State  and  to  the  town  treasurer 
were  verified,  the  outstanding  licenses  were  listed  and  proved,  and 
the  cash  on  hand  September  30,  1972  was  verified  by  actual  count. 

The  appropriations,  as  listed  from  the  town  clerk's  records  of 
town  meetings,  were  compared  with-  the  aggregate  amounts  raised 
by  the  assessors  in  the  determination  of  the  tax  rates  covered  by  the 
period  of  the  audit. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  several  town  officials  required  by  law 
to  furnish  them  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

The  records  of  departmental  cash  collections  by  the  police,  as 
well  as  by  the  health,  school,  and  library  departments,  and  by  all 
other  departments  in  which  money  was  collected  for  the  town,  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  payments  to  the  town  treasurer  were 
verified  by  comparison  with  the  treasurer's  and  the  accountant's 
books,  and  the  cash  on  hand  in  the  several  departments  was  proved 
by  actual  count. 

It  will  be  noted  that  there  is  due  from  the  former  chief  of  police 
$121.00  on  account  of  firearm  identification  cards  and  accident  re- 
ports on  the  audit  date,  and  action  should  be  taken  by  the  board 
of  selectmen  to  recover  the  amount  due.* 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  Bicentennial  Committee  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  receipts  from  the  sale  of  souvenirs,  the 
proceeds  from  events,  and  the  interest  on  savings  deposits  were 
analyzed  and  checked.  The  payments  were  checked,  and  the  cash 
balance  on  September  30,  1972  was  proved  by  reconciliation  of  the 
bank  balance  with  a  statement  furnished  by  the  bank  of  deposit, 
and  by  inspection  of  the  savings  bank  book. 

In  connection  with  the  Bicentennial  Committee  activities,  viola- 
tions of  the  following  general  statutes  were  noted: 

General  Laws,  Chapter  41,  Section  35,  provides  that  no  person 
other  than  the  town  treasurer  shall  pay  any  bill  of  any  department. 
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General  Laws,  Chapter  44,  Section  53,  which  provides  that  all 
moneys  received  by  a  town  officer  or  department,  except  as  other- 
wise provided  by  special  acts  or  by  statute,  shall  be  paid  into  the 
town  treasury  and,  in  addition  thereto,  provides  that  such  moneys, 
with  certain  exceptions  therein  which  are  not  applicable,  shall  not 
later  be  used  by  such  officer  or  department  without  specific  appro- 
priation thereof. 

It  is  urged  relative  to  the  foregoing  that  the  cash  balance  ille- 
gally in  the  custody  of  the  Bicentennial  Committee  be  paid  over  to 
the  town  treasurer  forthwith;  that  all  future  receipts  of  the  com- 
mittee be  paid  over  to  the  town  treasurer  at  least  once  a  month;  and 
that  present  and  future  liabilities  incurred  by  the  committee  be 
processed  in  accordance  with  pertinent  laws  relative  thereto. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  Berkshire-Hampshire  Veterans' 
Service  District  were  examined  and  checked  in  conjunction  with  the 
audit  of  the  town  treasurer's  accounts.  The  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments were  verified,  and  the  cash  balance  on  September  30,  1972 
was  proved  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balance  with  a  statement 
received  from  the  bank  of  deposit. 

In  addition  to  the  balance  sheet,  there  are  appended  to  this  re- 
port tables  showing  reconciliations  of  the  several  cash  accounts, 
summaries  of  the  tax,  excise,  tax  title,  tax  possession,  and  depart- 
mental accounts,  as  well  as  schedules  showing  the  transactions  and 
condition  of  the  trust  and  investment  funds. 

On  behalf  of  my  assistants  and  for  myself,  I  wish  to  express 
appreciation  for  the  cooperation  received  from  the  several  town 
officials  during  the  progress  of  the  audit.

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FINANCE  COMMITTEE  REPORT 


To  the  voters,  town  officials  and  interested  citizens  of  Williamsburg: 

The  Finance  Committee  held  twelve  budget  meetings  from 
January  15  to  February  15,  1974.  Eleven  of  these  meetings  were 
'.attended  by  six  or  more  of  the  nine  members  of  the  Committee; 
stated  in  another  way,  seven  members  attended  eight  or  more  meet- 
ings. Also,  at  least  two  Selectmen  attended  three-fourths  of  the 
meetings.  A  good  record  of  attendance. 

Two-thirds  of  the  transitional  period  from  a  calendar  to  a 
fiscal  year  budgetary  cycle  has  gone  by.  It  has  been  a  traumetic  ex- 
perience for  all  involved. 

Our  sewer  project  is  off  again  —  but  the  dump  site,  method  and 
disposal  of  rubbish  are  on  again.  Our  Selectmen  and  the  Board  of 
Health  have  been  informed  that  our  present  dump  site  is  inadequate 
and  illegal.  The  solution  is  in  the  future. 

The  Finance  Committee  has  not  approved  the  request  for 
$2342.00  for  the  Area  Mental  project;  neither  has  the  Committee  ap- 
proved funds  for  a  Master  Plan. 

However,  any  committee  which  consists  of  nine  members  can- 
not always  arrive  at  unanimous  decisions.  The  following  statement 
is  presented  as  a  majority  report:  a  6  to  3  decision. 

Again  the  Finance  Committee  approves  under  protest  and  with 
reluctance  the  budget  requests  of  the  School  System.  Under  the 
circumstances  it  is  absurd  that  the  Finance  Committee  be  expected 
to  attend  budget  meetings  of  the  School  Board  and  to  pass  upon  the 
School  Budget. 

This  matter  of  our  schools  and  school  budgets  being  out-of- 
hand  has  been  dealt  with  specifically  in  the  Reports  of  the  Finance 
Committee  for  the  years  1968,  1969,  1971,  and  1972.  This  condition 
will  continue  unless  and  until  the  citizens  of  Williamsburg  take 
steps  to  regain  control  over  the  schools  and  education  and  expendi- 
tures all  along  the  line. 

During  good  times  it  is  easy  to  take  on  added  services  and 
added  obligations  of  all  kinds  particularly  anything  and  everything 
connected  with  the  word  "Education";  and  during  less  favorable 
times  it  could  prove  a  real  burden  and  struggle  tax-wise  to  pay  for 
them. 
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It  would  seem  it  is  about  time  for  all  concerned  (educationists 
as  well  as  taxpayers)  to  scrutinize  expenditures  closely  and  exer- 
cise some  restraint. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  many  town  officials  for  their  cooperation 
in  the  preparation  of  the  budget.
